Delphinium Reports 
To the Editor: 


WAS interested in your comment on 

Belladonna and Bellamosum delphin- 
iums in the August Weathervane. I 
planted seeds of Bellamosum last August 
and put them in the perennial border last 
fall. I sprayed religiously every four days 
this spring and summer with sulfur, and 
was rewarded with 5- and 6-foot delphin- 
iums in beautiful shades of blue. I took a 
prize at our garden club show on June 5 
with them. Although we had a great deal 
of heavy rain, so that my friends lost all 
their hybrid delphiniums, I never lost one 


from rain, even though they were not 
staked. After they bloomed I cut’ the 
stalks back and fed them heavily with 


bonemeal and Vigoro, but I am not letting 
them bloom again so as to save their 
strength for next year’s flowers. Delphin- 
iuaus in this section must be sprayed con- 
stantly with sulfur and now and then it’s 
also advisable to spray them with a com- 


plete insecticide——GeErRY E. ScHWARTz 
(N. J.) 
HAVE both Belladonna and _ Pacifie 
Hybrids in my garden. The Bella- 


donnas can surely weather the storms and 
take it better than the hybrids. I like the 


hybrids, but I had bloom on the Bella 
donnas for weeks after the others wer 
vone. The colors are clear shades of blir 
and the 6-foot spikes look well with Ma 
donna lilies and pink astilbe. I have lost 
a few from crown rot.—Mrs. L. D. Sro1

Possibly the author was thinking of the 
elm bark beetle when he mentioned the 
spread of Dutch elm disease, though the 
only known control of this pest’s activities 
is the burning of all elm wood, living, dy- 
ing or dead, which is known to be infected 
with the Dutch elm disease.—EDITor.

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REENHOUSE growers of roses find, 
sometimes, that their bushes 
slow down and produce few flowers 

after they have grown in the same soil 
four to six years. The plants are said 
to “run out,” but this hardly explains 
what has happened to cause this con- 
dition. 

Dr. John G. Seeley of Cornell Uni- 
versity, Ithaca, N. Y., does not claim 
that he has found the answer, as a 
result of experiments he has made. Too 


rose 


many factors are involved. Yet, what 
he has to say about the reaction to 
oxygen deficiencies in the soil should 


be given careful study by greenhouse 
rose growers, and amateur gardeners, 
too. 

Rose bushes grown under controlled 
conditions, and with only one per cent 
of oxygen around the roots made 
practically no top growth, even after 


50 days. Those with five per cent grew 
rapidly for 42 days, then slowed down 


and failed to grow well thereafter. This 
behavior, Dr. Seeléy believes, may be 
similar to what happens in greenhouses 
after a number of years, when the 
soil becomes compact and aeration is 
poor. Rose plants getting from 10 to 
20 per cent oxygen around their roots 
grew the best and had the most ex- 
tensive root systems. 

Dr. Seeley suggests, therefore, that 
to obtain the best growth and _ the 
greatest number of blooms, “soils should 
be well prepared and handled to ob- 
tain and maintain good soil strueture so 
that the soil oxygen supply will be 
as good as possible.” 

Dr. Seeley found, furthermore, that 
when plants were grown in a 
nutrient solution deficient in oxygen, a 


rose 
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typical iron chlorosis appeared on the 
foliage. 

When one correlates this information 
with earlier reports which claim that, 
to get the greatest number of flowers, 
roses needed a rather large and con- 
stant water supply, and that a high per 
cent of humus is the best way to improve 
the water holding capacity of the soil 
as well as supplying drainage and soil 
aeration, one comes to the conelusion 
that without organic matter in the soil, 
roses must surely fail. 

Here, then, is a tip to all home garden- 
ers who are planning to set out roses 
this fall. Stuff the soil with organie 
matter. Place it deep in the lower 
layer of a bed dug at least 18 inches 
deep. Be sure the drainage below is 
good. Then, by planting first grade 
plants, you'll be off to a fine start 
toward enjoying a garden full of roses 
next year.

American Rose Wins 
Bagatelle Medal 


HE American rose Sutter’s Gold has 

won the 1948 Foreign Gold Medal at 

the International Concourse of New 
Roses at Bagatelle Gardens, Paris, 
France. This new seedling rose, which 
was originated by Herbert C. Swim ol 
Armstrong Nurseries, Ontario, Califor 
nia, was awarded the coveted medal at 
ter a two-year contest for new 
from all parts’of the world. 

This is the first time in the history 
of the famous Bagatelle competition 
that for two years in succession the 
honor has gone to an American 
In 1947 the sole Gold Medal awarded 
at Bagatelle was given to Mr. Swim for 
the rose Applause. 

Sutter’s Gold commemorates the 100th 
anniversary of the discovery of gold 
in California, and it is perhaps fitting 
that this California rose should be this 
year’s winner in what are perhaps the 
most important international rose trials 
in the world, dating back to the reign of 
Louis XV. 

Mr. Swim deseribes Sutter’s Gold as 
a variety that is outstanding for its 
beautiful long pointed yellow buds, 
richly shaded with orange and _ red.

lant for Permanence . . . 
a The Eastern Wahoo 


By 
BEN BLACKBURN 


N many ways the eastern wahoo or 

burning-bush is the most attrac- 

tive member of a spectacular and 
diversified group—the spindle-trees and 
burning-bushes. In a genus with rep- 
resentatives all around the northern 
hemisphere—in this case in Australia, 
too—the honor of first place in garden 
merit so often is accorded a_ species 
from China or Japan, and it is hearten- 
ing indeed to find a shrub native te 
our own eastern and central states 
earning the highest rating. It is true 
that some might assign this place to 
the winged euonymus, the species from 
northeastern Asia with such brilliant 
autumn coloration, or to one of the 
winter-creepers, esteemed for their 
evergreen leaves, but this must re- 
main a matter of choice. 

Technically, the eastern wahoo is 
Euonymous atropurpureus, one of the 
larger types in a genus of well over 
100 species which have the bittersweets 
as their closest relatives. This shrub 
is native from western New York to 
Montana and southward to Florida 
and Texas. Such a vast range suggests 
that it is at home in a great many 
environmental combinations, and also 
that to provide suitable growing con- 
ditions will not tax the facilities of 
most home gardens, school grounds, or 
municipal plantings. This is, in fact, 
the case, and the eastern wahoo there- 
fore is sure to appeal to gardeners 
with an eye for unusual flowers and 
an outstanding fruit display to add to 
the landscape picture. 

One factor must be given particular 
attention when considering most types 
of euonymus and their cousins listed 
under celastrus, the bittersweets. These 
plants are frequently infested with 
scale insects, especially the euonymus 
scale. However, this fact need not 
prevent any gardener from growing 
fine specimens, nor does it impair the 
record of the wahoos for permanence 
and beauty. The best assurance against 
scale infestation is a thorough appli- 
cation of a dormant spray of miscible 
oil, either in winter or early spring. 
For farm homes where fruit trees 
receive such treatment regularly, this 
is especially easy, and a reasonable 
arrangement is to plant wahoos con- 
veniently near or even along the route 
of the sprayer. This is a ruse that is 
also advisable in many sections for 
lilaes and some other susceptible orna- 
mentals. 

Where a dormant spray cannot be 
applied so easily, and should the minute

scale parasites appear, the weaker con- 
tact poisons of summer sprays will be 
effective in control measures, though 
repetition is usually necessary. In 
some gardens these plants seem never 
to be troubled by scale insects, but the 
gardener should reckon with their pos- 
sible appearance and have an approved 
control procedure in mind. 

Growing wild, wahoos frequently 
make large specimens and occasionally 
‘rather large thickets in spots where 
competition has been in their favor. 
Tree-like giants as high as 25 feet have 
been recorded, but these are unusual. 
The eastern wahoo ordinarily makes a 
slender bush or a tree-like shrub from 
8 to 12 feet high, and a_ well-estab- 
lished plant in eultivation spreads 
about one-half or two-thirds of its 
height. 

The leaves of most euonymus art 
opposite, in pairs along the shoots, 
and in this species they are elliptic. 
finely toothed, and usually from 2 
to 5 inches long. As in most othe 
types, the branchlets of the wahoo- 
show lines or ridges running down fron 
the leaf-bases, often giving a decided]\ 
square cross-section to the stems. Thess 
decurrent lines, originating in a ban 
of cork- or bark-producing cells just 
below the surface, develop more fully 
in some plants than others, and in at 
least one other species, Euonymus 
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alatus, mentioned above for its bril- 
liant foliage color in the autumn, they 
become conspicuous wings of corky 
rrowth. 

Wahoos . flower in late spring, in 
clusters of as many as a dozen or 
more purple flowers, from the axils of 
the leaves. Though scarcely spectacular, 
these flowers are different and unusual, 
and decidedly one of the good points 
helping to offset the scale handicap. 
Most European and Oriental spindle- 
trees have uninteresting greenish or 
yellowish flowers, and the unusual color 
and larger size (about 3Q inch across) 
vive the wahoo a marked advantage. 

By mid-summer, the fruits are start- 
ing to turn pinkish, and gradually their 
crimson coloring develops and the bril- 
liant period for this shrub begins. The 
fruiis are small eapsules, about half 
an inch aeross, divided into four seg- 
men.s. Eventually these deeply in- 
dented segments open and display the 
scarlet-coated seeds held securely in 
their separate compartments. Occa- 
sionally a white or brownish edge of 
the real seed shows modestly in this 
Indian setting of red and scarlet splen- 
dor. The fruits dangle gracefully on 
slender wiry stems and remain bril- 
liant for several weeks. At last the im- 
pressive colors fade, the clusters hang 
limply through the rains and snows 
of late autumn, and the seeds are 
loosened by some of the winter birds— 
if, indeed, they have escaped the at- 
tentions of the earlier ones. Some 
seeds fall to the ground, and a vigorous 
progeny of seedlings will often be 
found grouped around a large plant. 
There is also some tendency to send 
out a few suckers from the roots. It 
is doubtful, however, that either method 
of increase would ever prove so abun- 
dant as to be troublesome. As a matter 
of fact, every gardening friend who 
sees the shrub in fruit will be only too 
willing to receive at least one of the 
offspring for a special place in his 
own garden. 

Landscape uses for wahoos are 
numerous, but perhaps they are at 
their best in a border or boundary 
planting of mixed shrubs. Rapid growth 
in any fairly open and moderately 
moist soil makes them particularly use- 
ful for effects desired in a short time. 
Fairly lavish use of fertilizer and 
well-rotted manure, preferably worked 
into the bottom of the hole at plant- 
ing, brings good returns in strong 
growth, and plants in the 3- to 4-foot 
inge, so planted, should more than 
louble their dimensions in two years. 


Wahoos are very effective in group- 
igs with evergreens, and the yews 
eem to make ideal companions. Hicks’ 
‘ws have something of the same pro- 
portions and outline as a well-settled 
rub of wahoo, and the ever-useful 
varf Japanese yew gives pleasing 
ntrast with its low spreading growth.

Double Datiodils 


By JAN de GRAAFF, (Ore.) 


T one time or another, most culti- 
vated plants have suddenly pro- 
duced some flowers that were more 

or less “double”. The anthers, which are 
really modified petals, revert to true 
petals and fill out the flower. Some- 
times this doubling is no more than a 
seasonal variation, a freak that will 
not recur. Once in a while it is a true 
mutation. In that case this doubling 
character can be transmitted, not only 
through offsets or divisions of the plant, 
but also through the seed and the pollen. 
In daffodils several such mutations 
have occurred, and both in this coun- 
try and in Europe breeders have taken 
advantage of their genetie possibilities 
to produce new double varieties. 

With an inereased number of such 
varieties appearing at flower shows and 
especially in flower arrangements, the 
publie is showing more interest in dou- 
ble daffodils. Of course, the ubiquitous 
early double yellow daffodil, the well- 
known VAN SION, is still the subject 
of many controversies. Parkinson in 
“Paradisi in Sole,” printed in 1629, 
reports a “great double daffodil’ which 
must have been our present-day double 
Van Sron: “We first had it from Vin- 
cent Sion, born in Flanders, an indus- 
trious and worthy lover of fair flowers,

who cherished it in his garden for many 
years, without bearing flowers until the 
year 1620.” 

[ admit that when seen close-up VAN 
SION is ugly. Yet, from a distance the 
clumps of golden yellow in the older 
farm gardens of our country are as 
good a harbinger of spring as any I 
know of and its strength, its persistence 
in the face of all adversity, makes it 
still a worth-while daffodil. Van Sion 
is a double sport or mutation of an old, 
single, yellow trumpet daffodil. 

Another old mutation is Queen Anne’s 
daffodil, NARCISSUS JONQUILLA FLORE- 
PLENO. With several little golden yellow 
rosettes to a stem, with wiry stems and 
rushlike foliage, this is probably the 
most charming, the most lovable daf- 
fodil that was ever raised. Between the 
sturdy Van Sion and the charming 
Queen Anne’s Daffodil, there is now a 
host of doubles in all forms, colors and 
sizes. In order to understand them, in 
order to grow and to show them to 
best advantage one must understand 
their background. Not all of them come 
from the same mutation, and, conse- 
quently, not all of them should be 
handled the same way. 

Van Sion will grow anywhere and 
flourish with a minimum of attention. 
In good seasons it will be fully yellow, 
in unfavorable seasons it may have a 
more greenish color. Sometimes it is a 
fully open rosette’ of petals, sometimes 
it will be a trumpet, full to the brim 
with golden petals and surrounded with 
some narrow ones. QUEEN ANNeE’s Dar- 
FODIL will need a little more attention, 
freedom from weeds and grass, and pre- 
ferably a warm, sheltered spot in the 
garden where the flowers will unfold 
and perfume the air. 

Entirely different doubles are those 
derived from a sport of Sir Watkin, 
the well-known old incomparabilis type. 
These doubles, all of which come in a 
general color scheme of yellow and 
orange and which are more or less 
fully double, are varieties like Twink, 
InpIAN CuHrer, Movutin Rover, Texas, 
Livia and INsULINDE. They will grow 
where Sir Watkin grows and need no 
special attention. 

A different strain again is the series 
raised by Mr. Copeland of Southamp-

ton, England. His varieties, Mary 
CopELAND, red and white; [RENE CopPE- 
LAND, yellow and white; and Mrs. WIL- 
LIAM COPELAND, a soft cream and white, 
need a little more shelter since they are 
a more refined cut flower or show type. 

Then there are the double poeticus 
which need exactly the same conditions 
as do their single progenitors. DAPHNE, 
the double sport of PorTicUS ORNATUS, 
has all the weaknesses of the latter. The 
DovusLeE Wuite, or PoetTicus ALBUS 
PLENUS ODORATUS, flowers even more 
shyly than Porticus recurvus of which 
it is a sport. It needs a very cvol, moist, 
long growing season and will not flower 
under other conditions. 

Many of the older doubles, such as 
the Phoenix varieties or like THE 
PEARL, ARGENT and DuBLoon, have al- 
most succumbed to old age, diseases of 
virus and decline. They are still beau- 
tiful when well grown and if selected 
stocks can be procured they can even 
now vie with the new ones. Roya 
SOVEREIGN, raised in 1908, is still one 
of the finest show flowers and one that 
is a real gem in a flower arrangement. 
All of these older varieties have weak

R. WADE VLIET, (Okla.) 


ARGE-FLO\W ERED hybrid amaryl- 

lis bulbs will always be prized pos- 

sessions. No other flowering plant 
that culturally is a simple and sure 
house plant, has blossoms so large, 
exotic and colorful. Of course there is, 
and must be, a routine for suecess, and 
since the same care must be meted ont 
to poor and fine amaryllis alike, first 
consideration should be given to the 
source of your bulbs, 

Most window gardeners, buying their 
first amaryllis, have never been told 
whet a long-time investment they are 
meking. One Duteh grower has said 
th t his amaryllis farms use each fine 
bulb as a parent plant of offsets for 
twelve years before the original bulb 
is retired from commercial use. I have 
a sixteen year old bulb that blooms and 
makes offsets with all its first vigor. A 
plant that will oeeupy so many years 
of your life should be the finest you 
can secure or afford. 

Acres of land on the West Coast, 
Florida, and elsewhere, are planted with 
unselected seedlings to mass-produce 
amaryilis bulbs at low price—a method 





that allows no control of color; form o 
size. Natural outlets for these bulbs 
are variety stores, prize bulb offers 
and the run of the mill seed stores—at 
best a gamble, and I would not advis 
such sources. 

When a grower, through years of 
careful hybridizing, has produced 
superior amaryllis, there is no way to 
absolutely duplicate inereased — stock 
except by the slow method of growing 
offset bulbs. These are your “named 
variety” amaryllis and necessarily cost 
premium prices. 

Second choice, and the one most of us 
must follow, is to buy bulbs from a 
grower who hand-pollinates selected 
parent amaryllis under glass and, after 
at least one. blooming season, destroys 
the seedlings that show themselves un 
desirable. Specialized amaryllis grow 
ers and distributors advertise in the 
FLOWER GROWER and are a good soure¢ 
for bulbs.

for house plants will be successful if 
you feed liquid fertilizer after the bulb 
has bloomed. Most simple is 1/3 gar- 
den soil, 1/3 sand and 1/3 rotted cow 
manure. My note book shows the 
amaryllis pictured on the cover of this 
issue of FLower Grower had, to say 
the least, an elaborate soil mixture of 
4 parts garden soil, 1 part sand, 1 part 
rotted manure, 1 part of a patent soil 
activator (obtainable at most seed 
stores) and, added to the quantity used 
for each 8-inch pot, 1 heaping table- 
spoon of bonemeal, 1 flat teacup of ver- 
miculite.

Shallower planting. Under some cir- 
cumstances, however, shallower plant- 
ing is more desirable. In certain formal 
plantings, for instance, where change 
of plant material is rather frequent, 
it is usually advantageous to be able 
to lift bulbs with a minimum of effort. 
\lso, when it is desired to increase 
one’s stock of new or rare varieties, 
hallower planting is preferable, be- 
ause the shallower the depth the 
vreater the multiplication, 

However, even in these cases, the old 
planting depth of 5 to 6 inches is now 
‘bsolete in the South, for the planting 
lepth of 8 to 9 inches has been found 
nuch more satisfactory. Even-at this 
depth multipheation is rapid enough 
to make it necessary to dig the bulbs 
bout every second year. Some growers 
lso resort to this depth so as to time 
their blooms to coincide with special 
ulip show dates. 


Soil preparation and planting. No 
latter which depth of planting is 
decided upon, the gardener still has to 
prepare the soil properly if he wants 
perfect blooms, strong healthy growth 
and the chosen degree of permanence, 
The hole or bed should first be dug to 

depth of 18 inches. Consideration 
should then be given to drainage, for 
practically all bulbs are rather sensi- 
tive to an oversupply of moisture. 

If there is any doubt about the 
drainage being perfect, a 3- to 4-inch 
layer of clinkers, broken tile, pebbles 
or other similar material should be 
placed at the bottom of the hole or

dug-out bed. Next, take the 
soil that has been removed from 
the bed or hole and mix bone- 
meal with it at the rate of 2 to 
3 pounds to the square yard ot 
surface area dug out. Tulips 
do not like aeid soil, so if the 
reaction of your soil is lower 
than pH 6, add lime to the dug 
out soil at the rate of 2 pounds 
to the square yard. 

When the soil has been pre- 
pared, place about 4 inches of 
it directly on top of the drain- 


age material, Then put in a 
good inch of coarse sand on 
which the bulbs will rest. By 


now the bottoms of the bulbs 
will be 8 to 9 inches below the 
surtace, (Greater depth, of 
course, is obtained by deeper 
digging in the _ first place. ) 
After they are set, place the 
remainder ‘of the soil in- the 
hole. A layer of well rotted 
cow manure will provide an ex 
cellent winter muleh and also 
supply additional food for the develop 
ing bulbs. Remove the manure muleh 
in early spring. 


Culture during growth. When the 
plants are about 4 to 5 inches high, 
cover the soil of each group or bed 
with sufficient superphdsphate to thor- 
oughly cover the ground, being careful 
not to let it touch the foliage. Work 
this in carefully, and water. Super 
phosphate is especially good for making 
a strong stem growth. If tulips are 
being grown especially for show pur 
poses, a light application of sulphate 
of ammonia, when the stems are 6 to

HE golden yellow of the beech trees,

Then, almost before 
you realize it, the color of the trees is 
g one day you are obliged to 
get out the rake and really do a_ job 
on those erstwhile beautiful leaves. 

Rake them up, certainly, but don’t 
burn them! Rotted leaves make ex- 
cellent humus, or they ean be put to use 
as a mulch for any number of plants. 
If you choose to rot them down, stack 
them in an out-of-the-way corner of the 
garden or add them to your compost 
pile. Moisture hastens the rotting proe- 
ess, so wet the pile down occasionally 
during the winter, and turn it over at 
least once. 

But if you cannot be persuaded to 
save the leaves, or if you have too many 
and must burn thém, do be careful 
where you start your fire. Remember, 
burning leaves are likely to blow about 
even in a gentle wind and therefore are 
always a fire hazard. And don’t burn 
them under a tree, for the heat of even 
a moderate size fire can result in irrep- 
arable tree injury.

Tulip planting. October is the best 
month for tulip planting, though it 
ean be done right up until the ground 
freezes hard. One wrinkle well worth 
remembering concerning tulip bulbs is 
that if you wish them to bloom for many 
years to come, plant them deep. That 
is, put them down 10 to 12 inches. I 
know of one garden where tulips were 
planted 18 years ago and last spring I 
saw the blooms displayed at a Men’s 
Garden Club meeting blooms, 
too—as good as many new bulbs pro- 
duce. Bulbs that are planted deep re- 
tain their original size. Planted at the 
normal 5 or 6 inches, on the other hand, 
they will divide, and then after a 
year or two all that will be left will be 
small bulbs, and naturally the blooms 
will be small too.

Tulips are rank feeders and so the 
addition of fertilizer helps greatly. Cow 
manure is of course preferable, but dry 
sheep or cOW manure or a rood com- 
mereial fertilizer is an excellent 
stitute. In deep planting, add_ the 
fertilizer to the subsoil, and in shallow 
planting add it to the topsoil. 

So-called bargains are common. in 
the bulb market, but it’s well to remem- 
ber that you get only what you pay 
for. For lasting beauty and quality of 
blooms it pays to patronize the re- 
putable dealer and purchase top quality 
bulbs. 

Varieties and types are numerous, 
and a longer tulip season is possible if 
many varieties are used. The botanical 
or species tulips flower early in April. 
Most of them are smaller than other 
varieties in every way, but they are all 
delightful. They are particularly suited 
to rock gardens or small corners where 
they can flower to perfection and not be 
lost among taller growing materials. 
Darwin, breeder and cottage types are, 
of course, the most popular for average 
planting. They flower in May. Parrot 
tulips add interest and color to a tulip 
display; their petals flare and crinkle 
and have serrated edges, making them 
ideal for decorative work. I also like 
to grow the Rembrandt tulips, with their 
colors striped and blotehed in numerous 
color combinations. They are more ef- 
fective when grown in groups by them- 
selves where their unusual colors and 
markings will stand out.

All of the better forms are 
extremely attractive and are certainly 
deserving of a place in every garden 
where small woodland plants ean be 
used to advantage. 

These little plants grow from long 
narrow bulbs and as they get older they 
penetrate deeply into the soil. In the 
wild, they are usually found in or at 
the edges of woodlands, generally in the 
association of deciduous trees, and are 
perfectly hardy in their natural en- 
vironment. Even the more tender west- 
erm species survive extreme below-zero 
temperatures provided they have a heavy 
snow covering. Even where heavy snow 
is not a normal occurrence they are said 
to be hardy without protection, though 
in extreme cases a mulch might be help- 
ful, provided it is removed very early 
in the spring so as not to smother the 
growth of the bulbs. 

Erythroniums do not object to tree 
roots and stones in the soil and, like 
many other members of the lily family, 
they will grow in most ordinary garden 
soils provided the drainage is good. In

}HE four major peony shows held 
this vear were all outstanding suc- 
cesses, both from the standpoint of 

attendance and of the quality of the 
blooms shown. 

The first of the shows was held in 
New York City on June 8 and 9 under 
the sponsorship of the Horticultural 
Society of New York. It was the first 
peony show held in New York for many 
vears and, since it was so successful—it 
drew a large attendance and the ex- 
hibits included well over 2,000 blooms 

it is planned to make this show an 
annual event. 

The second show was that of the 
Minnesota Peony and Iris Society, held 
in Minneapolis on June 21 and 22, 

The third was the annual exhibition 
of the American Peony Society, spon- 
sored by the Guelph Horticultural So- 
ciety at Guelph, Ontario, on June 24 
and 25. It was considered one of the 
finest shows ever put on by the Society 
and drew an attendance of 8,000.

Thoughts on the Parade of 


pring Flowering Shrubs 


URING the spring of 1948 I be- 

came deeply interested in the earl- 

iest of the shrubs used in North 
America — the forsythia. William 
Forsyth, who gave this admirable shrub 
its name, was director of the Royal 
Garden at Kensington, England, when 
he discovered the graceful shrub he 
called “Golden Bell.” 

When I moved to Breeze Hill, in 
1909, I found an island of Forysthia 
viridissima. This is said to be less hardy 
than the other species but nevertheless 
carries a superb showing of clean yel- 
low flowers followed by richly green 
foliage, so that the shrub is good to 
look at from earliest spring until the 
season has been closed by sharp frost. 

One shrewd nurseryman, or perhaps 
he was just a plant lover, saw possibil- 
ities in this first forsythia and _ its 
drooping form, F. suspensa. The re- 
sult of crossing these he called F. inter- 
media. Intermedia proved to be 
stronger than either of its parents and 
quite able to maintain itself against 
Pennsylvania weather. Then the same 
excellent hybridizing work went on, so 
that the varieties primulina and specta- 
bilis were produced. Both of these were 
of greater vigor than the parents and

primulina is a definitely lighter yellow, 
offering a pleasing contrast to the 
normal-hued variety. 

From Northwest China came F., 
giraldiana, not conspicuously flowered 
but a week earlier than those mentioned. 
Blooming at the same time is F. 
ovata, the origin of which I do not 
know, though I do know that it com-

petes with giraldiana, running into the 
late frosty days so much that I want to 
step out and protect it. 

To get the best out of these splen- 
did flowering shrubs the gardener needs 
to keep his shears in his pocket until 
blooming is done. Pruning them earlier 
reduces the bloom greatly and if the 
branches have been cut off sharply those 
that do bloom stick out in a fashion 
which seems ridiculous. If the forsythia 
plants are encouraged to grow they will 
assume a very graceful shape and will 
really root at the tips of the long 
branches, though this need not be en- 
dured if reasonable pruning is done 
after the bloom is over in the spring. 

I confess to deep enjoyment of a 
yellow spring shrub which is almost as 
early as forsythia—the corylopsis. It 
does not grow as large as forysthia 
but there is plenty of graceful growth 
which has its own peculiarities, so that 
this winterhazel is a distinctive shrub. 


| know two varieties—pauciflora which 
grows to 6 feet and spicata, almost as 
tall. The blooming shoots have a peeuliar 
daintiness of habit. There is never the 
brilliant yellow of forsythia but there 
is an elegance and quality of these

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rhe firethorns, pyracantha, have bright 
orange-red fruits borne in clusters. P.

How to Propagate Your Own 


Auratum Lilies 


By HAZEL A. 


ILIES are my favorite flowers. And 
ever since I became acquainted with 
the golden rayed auratums, they 
have been my particular enthusiasm. 
Seeing a stalk of an auratum lily with 
eight or ten flowers in full bloom is an 
experience in beauty. The exquisite 
fragrance pertumes the entire garden. 
In the fall of 1947 I bought twelve 
flowering-size bulbs of the new Esper- 
anza strain of auratum lilies. Esperanza 
means hope—a most appropriate name 
for so beautiful a lily. Some day I 
hope to have a whole bed of these lilies.

But when one must count every penny 
one cannot despise the day of small 
beginnings. The bulbs I purchased 
were nice “full-petaled” vigorous look- 
ing ones and I decided to try a little 
experiment in scale propagation to see 
if I could thereby inerease my_ stock. 

Before planting the bulbs in their 
permanent locetion in the garden, I re- 
moved a few of the outer petals, or 
scales, from each one, taking only those 
which were already somewhat loosened 
and being careful not to strip a bulb 
deeply enough to injure its vitality. 
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(Among the many fine lilies exhibited at the 1948 Boston Lily 
Show were these four recently introduced hybrid varieties.

As new bulblets usually form on the 
edges of seales, I broke the larger ones 
in two or more pieces. Altogether I had 
72 pieces, ranging in size from 14 to 
1 inch across. 

For a culture bed I used five glass 
jars, with wide tops and screw-on lids, 
filled a litthe more than half full with 
sterilized moss. I used the coarsely 
pulverized moss in which the bulbs were 
shipped to me. It was sterilized by 
heating it in a pan in a moderately hot 
oven until hot through. I have also 
prepared such jars by heating the 
dampened moss in the jars with the lids 
put on loosely. By either method: do 
vot overheat the material as moss burns 
easily. 

The seale pieces were distributed over 
he top of the moss in the jars, some of 
them partly covered. About 43 cup of 
lukewarm sterile water was added to 
each jar—just enough to make the moss 
slightly damp after it had been ab- 
sorbed. The lids were screwed down 
snugly to keep the moss in the jars even- 
\vy moist and the jars were placed on the 
top shelf of the kitchen eupboard to 
iwait results. This was on November 1. 

The seale pieces remained fresh look- 
ng. Not a single one rotted. Ocea- 
sional removal of the lids revealed no 
nold or unpleasant mustiness forming 
n the jars. After several weeks little 
pure white bulblets began to spring up. 
By February 1 the largest were 14 inch 
in diameter and a few were sending 
up the first leaf. Numerous roots were 


put out—some straight into the moist 
air in the top of the jars, their entire 


length thickly clothed with fine fila- 
ments. Others grew into the moss. 


When removed to a flat in March one 
bulblet had roots 4+ inches long. 

A number of scale pieces formed eight 
or ten bulblets each. There was one 
piece which had 15 on it. Not all of 
them formed at the edges of the pieces, 
some grew right up from the centers. 
A few small pieces 4% inch across re- 
mained firm and produced one or two 
bulblets each. Only seven or eight 
pieces had no bulblets at all when they 
were removed to a flat. 

In March, before the roots had become 
tangled witu each other, the scales, with 
bulblets attached, were carefully lifted 
from the jars and planted in a flat of 
rich soil ‘that contained a generous por- 
tion of coarse sand and leafmold. They 
were covered with about 1 inch of the 
soil. By actual count at this time there 
were 214 of the little bulbs. The flat 
was placed in a light, airy place shel- 
tered from hot sunlight. There were 
soon several deep green “first leaves” 
pushing up through the soil. 

Of course, these little bulblets will 
not reach flowering size in one season. 
One grower says in his ¢atalogue that 
it takes four years to produce flowering- 
size auratums from seed. How much 
time, if any, | have gained from my 
scale method remains to be seen. But 
the healthy vigor displayed by these 
little bulblets so far, and the rate at 


which they have increased in size, has 
been most encouraging. To me this 
little experiment has been fascinating 
and satisfactory in every way. 

Flowering-size auratum lilies are 
available in eight color groups—ame- 
thyst, gold, orange, pastels, pictum 
(flushed pink at tips), spectacular 
(heavily ‘marked and sharp contrasts), 
red, white and in mixed colors. The 
flowers enjoy a little shade but a sunny 
location gives better bulb increase. 

A young bulb in a good situation will 
have better flowers each year until about 
the fourth year. If it is not divided 
then there may be too many stems and 
too many flowers for the best quality 
bloom. Old bulbs are best separated, 
or disearded and replaced by their own 
stem bulblets. Every year or two the 
stem and bulblets above the mature 
bulb may be removed without disturbing 
the bulb below and these may be planted 
elsewhere. 

Growers advise that bulbs should not 
be dug up over winter. In fact, plant- 
ing them in fall is the preferred time 
and no harm *comes to them even if 
they are frozen in the ground as long 
as they have a well-drained position. 

Auratums are not at all diffieult to 
grow if their requirements are under- 
stood. Try a few bulbs this fall and 
for real gardening pleasure propagate 
some of the that in a few 
years you may have a bounteous sup- 
ply of these outstanding lilies to bring 
beauty and fragrance .to your garden.

The Fascinating Gentians 


By DorotHy EBEL 


HERE’S no getting away from the 

fact that gentians fascinate a good 
many gardeners. Not only are we struck 
by the beautiful “gentian-blue’—and the 
white and yellow and brown of some of 
their flowers—and must have them for 
our very own, but their exacting de- 
mands put us on our mettle. Not always 
successful in our first efforts, we try, try

again to satisfy these plants of cool, 
moist meadows and mountains. 

There are some annual, some biennial 
and a larger number of perennial gen- 
tians. All are choice subjects for the 
rock garden, the wild garden or the 
hardy border. On the whole, they prefer 
deep, loose, moist soil and dislike both 
excessive moisture and drought. All may 
be raised from seeds—though seeds of 
some of them take quite a while to ger- 
minate—or pot-grown plants may be 
purchased from a wildflower specialist 
and planted in the garden. 

The closed or bottle gentian (Gentiana 
andrewsi), which is one of the most 
easily cultivated, will really lift the 
shady border or edge of a pool or stream 
out of the ordinary in late autumn with 
its brilliant blue flowers. These flowers 
have the quaint habit of never opening 
widely. The leaves are lanee-shaped and 
narrow. The closed gentian does well 
in moderately rich, moist soil. 

The fringed gentian (G. erinita) is 
like a deep, rounded blue vase, at the top 
of which are four deeply-fringed, 
rounded lobes. The leaves are oval to 
lance-shaped and yellowish green. <A 
well-drained situation, a moist loamy 
soil and a cool temperature please the 
fringed gentian. It can be raised from 
fresh seed without any trouble. Sow 
them in autumn in an alkaline soil for 
spring germination. By the way, the 
fringed gentian is found as far west a- 
the Dakotas and south to Georgia. 
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Terminal elusters of clear porcelain 
blue flowers dress up Gentiana linear 
in September. It has narrow, yellowis 
ereen leaves and grows 18 to. 24 ineh« 
high. This gentian asks for a wet roe 
ledge along the bank of a stream o 
margin of a pool or a spot at the edg 
of the bog garden. A form of G. linear 
—the variety latifolia from the region 
of Lake Superior—likes damp rich soi 
with drainage and 
Growing 2 feet tall, it is generous with 
its purple-blue flowers. The large fleshy 
roots transplant quite easily and seeds 
may be sown in the fall for spring ger- 
mination.

Florida is extremely beautiful, with 
flowers of ultramarine-blue and _ the 
throat dotted with olive green. This 


gentian, which grows 8 to 12 inches high, 
adapts itself happily to the border or 
rock garden in well-drained, sandy, acid 
soil. It blooms from September through 
October and frequently into November. 

Another gentian from New Jersey and 
the land south of it is G. villosa. Per 
haps not as well known as those already 
mentioned, it nevertheless, an inter 
esting member, 18 inches tall and earry- 
ing its greenish white flowers in a ter- 
minal eluster. G. villosa, too, takes 
kindly to well-drained, sandy, acid soil.

Gray Foliages Enhance the 
Perennial Border 


By Emma CuristiINngE AMEEL, (Mich.) 


LIBERAL use of gray - foliage 
plants, either silver or glaucous, does 
much to enhance the beauty of a peren- 
nial border. This is true for all seasons 
of the year, but it is especially so during 
the spring when the grays are used in 
combination with the colorful spring 
blooming bulbs. Then it seems to tone 
down the more brilliant, gaudy shades 
and accentuate the beauty of the pastels. 
The mat-forming subjects such as 
Arabis alpina, Cerastium tomentosum 
and Alyssum saxatile are delightful com- 
bined with the small flowering bulbs. 
In my garden, cerulean museari push 
their bright little heads up through 
golden tufts of Alyssum saxatile; royal 
purple crocus bloom through snowdrifts 
of the cerastium, and pink seillas form 
colorful pictures against clouds of white 
arabis. Nepeta mussini, with its poree- 
lain blue flowers, grows in front of deep 


“ik Duteh hyacinths. Later, Festuea 
5aea (F. ovina glauea), Dianthus 


plumarius and Veronica ineana com- 
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bine beautifully with dwarf perennials. 
For the taller varieties, artemisia (there 
are several kinds), Stachys lanata, and 
santolina add their soft gray coloring 
to the border. 

The use of these gray foliages need 
not be confined entirely to the garden. 
[ have seen window boxes planted with 
pure white petunias and dusty-miller 
vhich, though unorthodox, gave a de- 
ightful effeet of cool loveliness. And 
they’re wonderfully effective, too, with 
eut flowers. Combined with Picardy 
vlads, or even with wild Queen Anne’s 
lace, they contribute an entirely differ- 
ent and lovely effect to any floral ar- 
rangement. 


Uses for Rhubarb 
By H. Roy Mosnar, (Iowa) 


VERYONE’S heard of rhubarb pie, 
but rhubarb wine and rhubarb jelly 
may be news, as they once were to me. 
During prohibition there was a boom 
in use of rhubarb for wine. In parts of 
Chicago, at that time, even the strip of 
ground between eurb and sidwalk was 
planted to rhubarb. I couldn't figure 
out why there should be such an increase 
in the consumption of rhubarb pie to 
make this planting necessary. But the 
mystery was cleared up when I asked 
questions and found that the plants 
were more for liquid asset than pastry 
progress. 

Recently I was delighted with a fine 
glass of jelly that a neighbor was kind 
enough to give me. I was astonished 
when she told me it was rhubarb jelly. 
Rhubarb is a first class jelly material 
in its own right and not just a substi- 
tute to fill in when other materials are 
searee. 

Ordinary rhubarb makes a lovely am- 
her colored jelly. But the new red rhu- 
bard produces jelly of an outstanding 
ruby color that appeals to the eye as 
well as the palate. 

Here’s how to make rhubarb jelly: 
3-Y4 eups juice (1-34 pounds), 7-14 
cups sugar (3-14 pounds), 1 bottle 
Certo. To prepare juice, cut about 3 
pounds of fully ripe, red-stalked rhu- 
arb into 1-ineh pieces and put through 
food chopper. Place fruit in a_ jelly 
cloth or bag and squeeze out juice. 
Measure sugar and juice into a large 
aucepan and mix. Bring to a_ boil 
ver hottest fire and at once add Certo, 
tirring constantly. Then bring to a 
ull rolling boil and boil hard for % 
ninute. Remove from fire, skim, pour 
juickly into sterilized glasses. Seal with 
paraffin at once. Makes about eleven 
glasses of six fluid ounces each.

The Calla Lily Begonia 


By Ernest Locer, (Conn.) 


HE ealla lily begonia is on its way 

to a new career! A sturdy, pink- 

flowered sort which we have named 
Charm was recently developed by us 
and we are hoping that a semi-double, 
white-flowered one will soon appear 
in our lots of seedlings. These new 
kinds are certain to inerease interest 
in this begonia. 

The development of Charm came 
about in this way: Not so long ago, a 
pure white-flowered sport was found 
on a eutting of Professor W. D. Hol- 
ley’s new semi-doubke calla lily begonia, 
Nanny Etticoat, which we have in our 
collection. Pollen was taken from this 
sport and placed on yed-flowered Nanny 
Etticoat. Our aim was to obtain a 
semi-double, white flower with lovely, 
large, green leaves at the base and 
striking, waxy foliage of the ealla lily 
type above. 

In the first lot of seedlings it was 
interesting to note that many plants 
were entirely green with no trace of 
calla lily foliage, but the flowers on 
these were pure white. Only one all 
green-leaved plant had red flowers like 
the parent cross. A few green-leaved 
plants had pink flowers. It was a very 
pleasant surprise when those which 
had ealla lily foliage blossomed a soft 
pink of such size and in such profu- 
sion that we were greatly astonished. 
From these we selected the pink-flow- 
ered calla begonia which we named 
Charm. 

sv self-pollinating the pink-flowered 


types, we will ultimately get white 
blooms on a thrifty calla lily begonia. 
It should be mentioned that there are 
other pink-flowered forms of this 
begonia but none have the vigor and 
large-sized blossoms of Charm. We 
believe these new hybrids to be much 
hardier .and easier to grow than the 
original calla lily begonia. 

Young plants should be kept grow- 
ing vigorously during their early stages, 
shifting them periodically into a 
slightly larger pot, until they are in 
full bloom. It will be a surprise to 
most begonia enthusiasts to learn that 
well-leached ashes, from hard or soft 
coal, can be used instead of sand. One 
of the best soil mixtures is one-third 
part each of good garden loam, well- 
decayed cow manure or compost, and 


sifted coal ashes. Add a little bone 
meal at the rate of one level teaspoon 
to a 5-inch pot. A sprinkling of char- 


coal and a little iron rust is very 
beneficial for begonias. 

Humus or compost is comprised of 
any of several, different materials. Well- 
decayed cow manure is, without doubt, 
the best. Muck from swamps, ponds, 
or brooks, well wrated for a_ period 
of one year, has all the essential min- 
erals. Next in order of value is com- 
post which is made up of garden trash, 
leaves, and waste material neatly piled 
and worked over for one year to hasten 
decomposition. 

The calla lily begonia can be propa-

As the Garden Days 
started with a flower show, the visitors 
even had a chance to make exhibits. 
After the crowd had seen the show, the 
judges gave oral judging of all prize 
winning entries, both specimen and = ar- 


rangement classes. The following after- 
noon, at a graciously served tea, the prize 
Winners Were given cash awards. Talks 
on inspiration in table setting and im- 


pressionism in flower arrangement were 
enthusiastically received. 
Certainly everyones who attended the 


“Stump the Experts Meeting” on the final 
evening had a grand time and learned a 
lot.

Tree Tagging Project 


HE Men’s Garden Club of Akron, Ohio, 

was busy early this year tagging sev- 
eral hundred trees for the Boy Scout Camp 
Manitoe in the Cuyahoga Valley. The com- 
mittee, headed by Clair W. Johnson, club 
president, believes the urgent program of 
conservation in this country would be 
benefited greatly if more trees were tagged, 
since this would help capture the perma- 
nent interest of many people. The tags 
used are of aluminum, an inch wide and 
from 3 to 4 inches long with the common 
name and botanical name embossed in the 
metal. They are attached to the tree with 
galvanized shingle nails. The tags cost 
about 10 cents apiece and have no junk 
value to attract vandalism. It has been 
found best to place the tags lengthwise 
up and down the trunk instead of across 
for crosswise tags pull loose as the tree 
expands in circumference. Garden clubs 
all over the country may well include a 
tree tagging project such as this among 
their activities.

Flovd Stevens of upstate New York pro- 
duced gladiolus Mibloom about 1925. or 
1926 but did not, so far as I know, ever 
tell its parentage.

I have not found that thornless boysen- 
berries are reliably hardy in southern 
New York. The fruit is large and of good 
flavor, but the birds have gotten most of 
it, as it is not very plentiful. However, 
my chief disappointment was in the thorn- 
lessness of the plants. New plants from 
tip layering were thornless, but suckers 
arising from the roots were thorny.—

Source of Pink Moonvine

who did not want them in that condition, 
the next August she took up the bulbs, 
separated them and made a new bed in

lawn clippings to hold moisture and ke 
out the weeds. Wood ashes were adde 
and bonemeal, a plant food and lin:

did not want the blossoms smudged wit 
pollen. We dug and separated them eve 
three years, throwing away any that we 


spent. Then those remaining were p 
back for another three years.—(Mrs 
BETTY SWISHER ( Mich.) 

I have grown Madonna lilies for t 


past 20 years in my garden in central 
Nebraska. I grow them in sandy loa 
and mulch in winter with cotton-wood ani 
elm tree leaves around the plants (1 
over the top.) Leafmold is the o1 
fertilizer used. I divide the bulbs wl 
necessary, digging them when the tops ha 
died down. I let them dry in the shade f 
a few days, dust with sulphur, and replaiit 
3 to 3% inches deep. I place each bu 
on a handful of sand, tipped to one si 
and cover carefully. I do not tramp 
pack the soil, but water, so that the wate: 
reaches down to the bulbs. This sett! 
the soil, and drives out the air pockets. 
I water the plants freely until the ground 
freezes.—DaLorus GILL (Nebr.) 


Those Stalks Are Flowers

Weed Identification 


EEDS are most easily controlled 

in their early stages when they have 
a small root system. Unfortunately com- 
paratively few gardeners are able to 
recognize weed seedlings from their first 
pair of leaves. A helpful bulletin No. 
397 “Weed Seedlings” by R. S. Dun- 
ham, A. H. Larson and R. G. Robinson 
of the Agricultural Experiment Station, 
University of Minnesota, includes a full 
description of 34 weed seedlings with 
black and white pen and ink drawings 
of 28 of these, executed by Charles M. 
Arndt. This should be a useful booklet 
for the gardener and farmer as well, 
for in many cases weeds determine the 
kind of crop to plant or not to plant in 
a definite location.

to rose-purple or lilac, and on limestone 
they are a striking deep carmine. My 


own are a beautiful rose. The bulb 
inereases by offsets. There is also a 
beautiful white form, ALBA. These 


plants will grow well in either shade 
or sun, though a good leafmold suits 
them best. 

All the four above mentioned species 
liave only one flower to the stem. 

E. REVOLUTUM, a native of California 
and southern British Columbia, grows 
at an altitude of from 500 to 1,000 feet 
in British Columbia but is less common 
in the province than some of the other 





species. The foliage is green with light 
brown and white mottling. The flowers 
are white flushed with pink to pinkish 
purple, with curved petals, one to two 
per stem. This is an attractive plant. 
“Pink Beauty” is a variety found wild 
only in Humboldt County, California, 
with soft pink flowers. 

E. oREGONUM, formerly ealled E. 
giganteum, is native to western Oregon, 
Washington and the coastal belt of 
British Columbia. The foliage is green 
with mottling in light brown and white, 
the flowers white with more or less 
distinet purplish markings toward the 
vellowish center. This is a strong grower 
and with age the leaves become larger 
and a plant may produce three or four 
flowers on a stem. Around Victoria, 
B. C., it is called “Easter lily.” 

EK, TUOLUMNENSE is a native of Tuo- 
lume County, central California, due 
east of San Francisco. The foliage is 
shiny bright green without mottling. 
Four to six bright golden yellow flowers 


may be produced on one stem. Under 
favorable conditions it is a_ strong 
grower and indeed a choice plant. 
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This is a comparatively recent intro- 
duction in gardens here. It inereases by 
offsets. 

EK. HENDERSONI, a native of southern 
Oregon, especially in regions of little 
rainfall, has grayish green foliage with 
dark brown mottling. The flowers are 
deep lavender with maroon centers, one 
to three blooms per stem. It is a delicate 
and attractive plant. 

KE}. CALIFORNICUM is a native of the 
coastal ranges of California from the 
San Franciseo region north to Humbolt 
County. The leaves are green, richly 
mottled with brown. The flowers, tw« 
to three per stem, are cream with yellow 
centers, marked also with orange and 
reddish brown; the petals are rolled back. 
This is the plant one sees in early spring 
when traveling by car from San Fran 
cisco to the Oregon coast via Highway 
101. 

E. CALIFORNICUM BICOLOR, also known 
as E. helenae, is a native of California, 
where it oceurs in the region of 
Mount St. Helena, about 60 miles north 
of San Franciseo. The foliage is similar 
to that of E. ealifornicum, but the flowers 
are distinct in that the outer half of the 
petal.is pure white and the inner bright 
chrome yellow with rich gold stamens. 
It has a delicate fragrance and is most 
attractive. 

E. MULTISCAPOIDEUM, known in cata- 
logues as E. hartwegi, comes from the 
foothills of the Sierra Nevada Moun- 
tains in California. It is similar to E. 
californicum but is more orange in the 
flowers, which are borne on separate 
stems. It inereases by offsets and will 
stand more heat and drought than any 
other species. 

Except for the species mentioned as 
increasing by offsets, erythroniums can 
only be propagated from seed. In Brit- 


ish Columbia seed is mature from late * 


July to early August and should be sown 
about 14 inch deep, as soon as possible 
after maturity, in the open where the 
plants are to be established. Seed will 
take four to five years to flower, so you 
will need plenty of patience if you plan 


raising them from seed. Fortunately, 
however, flowering-size bulbs ean be 


obtained from many reliable nurseries 
and are usually available soon after the 
beginning of September. 

The bulbs range from 11% to 2 inches 
long, and when planted the top shoul: 
be 2 inches below the surface of the soi 
They should be planted as soon as.the) 
are obtained, from early September ti 
the end of the year. 

If you wish to divide those erythro: 
iums which increase by offsets, wait unt! 
the flowers have died down, then use : 
large fork and dig down deep, at leas 
3 or 4 inches away from the edge of th:

blooms that commend them very highly. 


No bugs or bothers beset the shrub and 
| suggest it as a desirable and easy 
variant from the forsythias. 

Just about the same time, in late 
March or early April, the magnolia 
family is in its glory. The most used is 
Magnolia soulangeana which varies ma- 
terially among individual plants. It can 
easily become a splendid small tree ot 
fine form and of abundant, beautiful 
leafage after the glory of the flowers 
has disappeared. If anyone indulges 
in two or more plants he may be quite 
sure there will be variations among 
them so that the planting may be any- 
thing but monotonous. 


\bout this time of year, the star mag- 
nolia, M. stellata, opens its blossoms. 
It is one of the most striking hardy 
shrubs in North America (if it is hardy, 
as sometimes fails to be the case after a 
bite of one late frost on the opening 
blossoms). Taking it over a period of 
years there would be little enough dam- 
age from frost, so that it may be dis- 
regarded in favor of the time when 
the great fragrant white blooms show 
their star shape to the spring atmos- 
phere. 


Of course, there are many other mag- 
nolias, but one could not very well get 
along without the pink form of M. stel- 
lata, which adds beauty to the already 
superb shape and quality of the fra- 
grant stellata. Here again the individ- 
ual plants will undoubtedly vary, and 
anyone who tries them out may _ be 
doing better than he thinks. 


Prone to experiment as I am, I 
wanted to try the superb southern mag- 
nolia, M. grandiflora, unpleasantly 
called bull bay. This wonderful ever- 
green tree grows up to 100 feet and has 
many variations. I actually brought one 
through to about 15 feet at Breeze Hill 
and enjoyed the pleasure of the tremen- 
dous flowers for two or three seasons 
but an extra-severe frost warned me 
away from planting more of them. M. 
kobus borealis makes a 30-foot tree of 
the same noble aspect as its sisters. But 
even though quite effective it does not 


bloom with the same richness. There | 
are many other magnolias from which | 


to choose. They will partly freeze oe- 
casionally and sometimes entirely, but 
the effort of growing them is altogether 
worth while. 


Obviously I am writing toward fall 
planting, which for most of the things 
mentioned is preferred. I am, however, 
referring particularly to intelligent 
planting, in which each plant forms 
for me part of a picture that has pre- 
ceded in imagination the season of 
planting. Think the plants into place, 
and then do the best you can to have 
them grow to those places.

8 inches high, will help produce extra 
fine blooms. This is not advised, how- 
ever, for regular garden culture. It is 
too easy to overfeed tulips with this 
high nitrogen fertilizer unless one is 
thoroughly experienced in its use. 
Southern gardeners often ask when 
is the best time to plant tulips. October 
15 through November is ideal. In fact, 
some expert tulip fanciers do not advise 
planting before November. Early plant- 
ing encourages early leaf development 
in late winter. They are then exposed 
to bad weather longer than is necessary, 
and are easily damaged by wind and 
frost. It often happens that through 
these damaged leaves soil may become 
infected with botrytis or fire disease 
which causes. spots on the leaves and 
blooms. It also causes the tops to die 
down early, thus weakening the builbs. 


Planting for effect. To obtain the 
best garden effect, tulips should always 
be planted in groups of odd numbers, 
such as 3, 5, 7, 9, ete., placing them 
6 inches apart. This makes it possible

In some 
it is preferred to plant an entire border 
of tulips of a single color or in large 
color blocks for accent in front of ever- 
green shrub backgrounds. 

Tulips are well adapted for planting 
in the full sun or semi-shade, which 
makes them ideal for many different 
They blend especially 
well with our many spring flowering 
shrubs and perennials to produce an 
effect seldom equalled in any other 
part of the country. 


Lifting the bulbs. There is often 
some doubt as to when bulbs should be 
lifted and stored. It is not necessary 
to wait until the leaves die down en- 
tirely and decay. The decay only tends 
to spread tulip diseases—and if we 
wait too long the tops may disappear 
so as to make it difficult to determine 
the location of the bulbs when digging. 
It is much better to lift the bulbs just 
as soon as the foliage turns yellow and

flabby and the stems can be bent near 
the base of the plant without breaking. 

If the sun is shining when you dig 
your bulbs, cover them with a burlap 
sack to prevent sun scald, or place them 
immediately in the shade. Store the 
bulbs in a semi-darkened room where 
there is good air circulation, first 
cutting off the leaves but leaving 4 
to 5 inches of the stem. Spread the 
bulbs out in a thin layer not over 4 
inches in depth, and give the newly 
dug bulbs a sprinkling of tobacco dust 
to protect them from aphids and a 
dusting of sulphur to keep down mil- 
dew. Turn the bulbs carefully once 
a week to insure even drying. After a 
drying period of 4 to 6 weeks, they 
will be ready for cleaning and final 
storing. The crispness of the roots 
and outer skins will indicate the proper 
degree of dryness for final cleaning. 


Remove the dried roots, then separate | 


the large and small bulbs, and place 
them in wire trays or perforated orange 
sacks where the air can circulate 
through and among the bulbs. It may 
be necessary to dust the bulbs again 
with tobacco dust and sulphur to keep 
down insects and diseases. 


Insects and diseases. Tulips, like 


any other garden plant, have their 
special diseases and insect enemies.

of freezing, thawing and re- 


action 
freezing. 


New perennial beds must be pro- 
tected, and salt hay is the most practical 
covering. The same hay can be used 
several winters. It does not mat down 
as leaves tend to do, and it is free of 
weeds. If leaves must be used, however, 
better first place branches across the 
bed to hold up the leaves and allow for 
better circulation of air. 


Winter celery can be stored satis- 
factorily in the ecoldframe when the 
quantity to be stored is not too great. 
Some time before frost, when the celery 
tops are quite dry, lift the plants from 
the garden roots and all. Trim the tops 
slightly and plant the celery in the 
soil of the frame in tight rows. Water 
the roots after it is planted, but never 
wet the tops. It requires the protection 
of sash, but on warm days ventilation is 
necessary. As the thermometer drops 
more protection is required. Cover the 
plants with leaves under the sash and 
place hotbed mats on top. Leaves 
banked around the outside of the frame 
also help. Covered in this way the 
celery blanches naturally. Leeks can 
be stored in the frame in the same 
manner. If the celéry is to be left in 
the garden, it must be covered before 
frost with nine inches of soil and some 
leaves on top of the soil. 


Winter vegetable storage. There are 
a number of vegetables that store well 
under proper conditions, such as pota- 
toes, turnips, onions, carrots and eab- 


bage. There are several quite simple 
methods. The root cellar is ideal, but 


is impractical for the average home. 
Low temperature and moist air are 
essentials, regardless of the method of 
storing. A section of a cool cellar is 
good for root crops, or a cellar window 
well can be used if the vegetables are 
covered with boards and leaves are 
banked on top of the boards. Another 
method is to sink a bushel basket or 
barrel in the ground and cover the 
contents with tar-paper and leaves. The 
rim of the basket or barrel should pro- 
trude slightly above ground level to 
hold out the surface water. Vegetables 
stored indoors should be placed in sand 
and the sand moistened occasionally. 
Stored outdoors, sand is not required 
because there is always sufficient na- 
tural moisture. 

Onions store well in a dry attie or 
cellar. Freezing does not harm them. 

Cabbage is best stored in a pit in the 


garden. Dig the pit about 12 inches 
deep. Pull up the cabbages roots and 


all and place them upside down in the 
pit. Cover them with soil and bank 
it over with leaves to keep out frost. 
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In the greenhouse, repotting is a 
more or less year-round job, and it is 
important to know not only how to do it 
but when to do it. Flowering plants 
such as primulas and chrysanthemums 
should never be repotted if flower buds 
are forming. They may be fed, but not 
repotted. Ordinarily, plants require 
moves to larger pots when the “ball” of 
the plant is well covered with roots. 
This is readily determined by tapping 
them out of the pots. The new pot 
should be no more than two inches 
larger than the old one: that is, a move 
from a 214- to a 4-inch pot, or from a 
4- to a 6-inch is sufficient. 

Always put drainage material in a 
flower pot. Place one large piece of 
broken pot inverted over the hole and 
smaller bits over this to permit water 
to drain freely. Half rotted leaves be- 
tween the soil and the broken pot helps 
prevent soil being washed away. 


Watering in the greenhouse is an- 
other major problem. Do not water 
everything in the house regardless of 
whether or not it needs it. From Oc- 
tober on through the winter, only water 
when plants really require it. If in 
doubt, knock a few pots with the handle 
of your pocket knife. If the pot rings, 
water is necessary. If it thuds rather 
than rings, no water is required. Do 
not over-water the benches. The soil 
will feel dry and crumbly if water is 
needed. When the need is questionable, 
better wait. 

During the- winter months, water early 
in the day so that the foliage will be 
dry by nightfall. Most greenhouse 
plants like a moist atmosphere. You 
ean provide that by wetting down the 
paths once or twice a day. 


New flower pots should not be used 
until they have been soaked in water for 
about half an hour. If not soaked, the 
porous pot will absorb the moisture 
from the soil placed in it. 





Another Elm Disease 


Large scale spraying experiments are 
now being conducted with repeated ap- 
plications of DDT, by the United States 
Department of Agriculture, in an effort 
to protect American elm trees from a 
species of leaf hopper which transfers 
the virus disease, phloem necrosis, from 
diseased elms to healthy trees. Phloem 
necrosis exists principally in the Middle 
West, extending as far east as Ohio, and 
is different from the Dutch elm disease 
but equally threatening. Other insects 
may also be responsible for the spread 
of the disease and studies will be econ- 
tinued until complete information is 
obtained.

Growing Amaryllis in Pots 


(Continued from page 


hormone though it will help produce a 
heavier root formation. Hold the bulb 
in the pot, with roots dangling, at a 
proper height to “sit” on the surface 
after you have carefully sifted the mix- 
ture in around the roots and bulb base. 

Deep planting (buried so the neck 
of the bulb is nearly covered) will in- 
crease the production of offsets, but 
will be detrimental to the frequency and 
quality of blossoms. 


Pre-bloom care. Water the pot thor- 
oughly now and it will be unlikely any 
more water will be needed until either 
a bud or leaves or both begin to show. 
Too wet a soil at this time will rot the 
bulb. Err on the side of dryness. 
Though the surface seems dry, dig at 
the edge of the pot with a teaspoon to 
about the level of the bulb-base—only 
when the soil at this level seems almost 
dry, should the pot receive more water. 
If you give no water at all at potting 
time, the bud will, in a few weeks, show 
itself and go on to blossom, but with- 
out enough moisture to start the root 
formation, the stored vitality of the 
bulb is drained away by such rootless 
growth. Best is a minimum of water un- 
til buds or leaves appear—then the 
copious watering you would give any 
fast growing house plant. Do not feed 
the bulbs any fertilizer until after they 
have bloomed. 

Place the newly potted bulb in a cool, 
well-lighted room. About 50° to 55° 
will assure an early root growth to hold 
the bulb in place without staking when 
it blooms. And in this temperature 
range there is a better chance of having 
leaves appear along with the flowering 
stalk, rather than blossoms from a bare 
bulb, but that becomes a matter of 
aesthetics. A temperature of 60° is as 
warm as is wise to establish roots and 
blossoms simultaneously. Higher tem- 
peratures will shoot the blossoms or 
leaves up before roots ean grip the 
soil, Amaryllis are semi-tropieal plants 
—they will not stand freezing. They 
can use an enormous amount of sunlight, 
and south windows are _ best, 
with daily half-turnings of the pot to 
keep them growing straight. 

When the bloom stalk is well out of 
the bulb, move the pot to a 60° to 65° 
place for two weeks and then on into 
warm living quarters for their gor- 
geous flowering period. A sudden leap 
from a 50° to 55° room to the usual 
72° of the front room can cause buds 
to dry up or blast. Move them into heat 
slowly. 


so east 


Post-blooming care. Now that you 
have had two weeks of amaryllis blos- 
soms—and a longer season of bloom if 
a second flowering stalk followed the 
first—we must admit that you had al- 
most nothing to do with this colorful 
show, for the blossoms were there in 
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the bulb you bought, ready to bloom 
almost in spite of you. Your success in 
future years depends on attention given 
bulbs after they have bloomed. 

You will have noticed that, as the 
blooming stalk grew larger and leaves 
developed, the bulb kept shrinking and 
growing flabby as though its very quan- 
tity and substance was being transferred 
to the stalk and leaves. You added soil 
around the bulb to fill-in for this shrink- 
age and hold it solidly in place. The 
bulb now is a depleted thing. 

Unless you want seeds from your 
plant, cut the faded flower stalk off 
near the bulb. Do not make the fatal 
mistake of shearing away the leaves or 
drying the bulb off. Do not be so eare 
less as to lay the pot on its side under 
the garden shrubbery. For only by 
vigorous growth of leaves during the 
full summer season, can the bulb re 


build itself and torm future blooms 
within itself. Steady watering and 
steady feeding of fertilizer will be 
needed to rehabilitate the bulb. 

For easiest summer eare in water- 


ing, as soon as the last likely frost is 
past, sink the pots in the garden 
where they will get half a day’s sun- 
light. Leave the rim of the pot above 
soil level so you can be sure each bulb 
receives its full feedine of fertilizer. 
More simple yet, set the pots outdoors, 
but near a faucet, for if they are above 
ground they may need daily watering 
during the hottest part of the summer. 

On schedule, every two weeks, pour 
about a quart of liquid fertilizer (any 
all-purpose kind, mixed as recommended 
by the manufacturer) into each pot. 
The same amount of manure “tea” is as 
effective. Leaves will spring up, one or 
more offsets will form, the bulb will 
again grow plump and, by fall, will be 
larger than when you first potted it. 

Keep them growing in this manner as 
long as possible—even into October or 
November if no frosts threaten. But 
be sure the pots have been moved back 
into the original cool room before heavy 
frosts catch them. Do not feed fertilizer 
now until after they have bloomed. The 
leaves of some bulbs will naturally turn 
yellow and die back in late fall—others 
seem evergreen in character. In either 
case, when they have been moved in- 
doors, withhold almost all water for a 
two months’ period—not so severely that 
the soil becomes bone-dry and the root 
system is killed, but certainly keep the: 
dry enough to stop all slgns of growth. 
Allow them a rest period of eight weeks, 
for if they continue to grow they m: 
make no effort to bloom. , 

At the end of this enforced dormant 
period, scrape away all top soil possibl 
without injuring roots, replace with 
mixture of 4% garden soil, 14 rotted cow 
manure. This will make repotting un 
necessary for several years. Then grad 
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ually increase water—but now without 
your first worry of rotting the bulb, for 
you have a root system and perhaps a 
good set of green leaves. Soon a bud 
will show itself. You are back at the 
beginning of amaryllis routine you fol- 
lowed when you originally potted your 
bulb.. This cycle, continued every year, 
will give you a decade or two of success- 
ful blossoms from each amaryllis bulb. 


Repotting. The only variability in 
the cultural routine will be the necessity 
to repot, and separately pot up offsets, 
every three to five years.: Do this at the 
end of your two months enforeed dor- 
nant period. Knock the plant from the 
pot, wash soil from the roots under a 
gentle stream of water, cut any 
offsets from the parent bulb, and repot 
the original amaryllis and its offsets in 
fresh soil-mixture in proportionally 
sized pots, as first described for bulbs 
with living roots.

gated by cuttings taken from basal 
growth, using only shoots that have 
green lower leaves.

Caution must be used in many ways 
if this begonia is to be grown success- 
fully. A cold draft from an open 
window or door is certain to “melt” 
away the lovely white leaves. Too 
much water may be harmful, while too 
little can be disastrous. More mois- 
ture may be given during the so-called 
fast growing months—spring and sum- 
mer. Less water is required when the 
plant has reached full maturity or 
during winter. 

Calla begonias are sensitive to tem- 


perature changes and “eatch cold” 
quickly at low temperatures. They 
delight in warmth and even excessive 
heat. Strong sunlight from early 
spring until fall is objectionable in 

cases, although some plants do 


most 
become accustomed to this. When 
grown in full sun, however, the lovely 
white calla lily foliage turns pink along 
the edges or over the entire leaf.

For that New Look 
In Spring Gardens 


Try Hardy 


By PHILIP 
EOPLE who have grown tender 
gladiolus for years, are pleasantly 
surprised at their first sight of 


hardy glads, whether the blossoms are 
out in the garden or in a vase. By hardy 
gladiolus 1 do not mean the nanus, col- 
villei, and similar hybrids of species 
of South Afriean origin. I refer to the 
so-called Mediterranean species, which 
I prefer to eall Eurasian because their 
natural habitat extends far beyond the 


shores of the Mediterranean and the 
countries bordering that great sea. 
While the above-named hybrids are 


hardy outdoors in parts of California 
and in most of the southern states, the 
Eurasian species are truly hardy in 


all parts of the United States where 
tulips, hyacinths, and similar fall- 
planted bulbs are hardy. 

The Eurasian species of the genus 
Gladiolus have intrigued me since IL 


first began to breed glads more than 
twenty vears ago. Every now and again 
[ read a snatch here and there in ref- 
erence to them, but could find no one 
offering any for sale. They were rare 
then and are still rare today, for few 
commercial even know them. 
Only a very few specialists grow any 
of them and few of these list more than 
one species if they sell any at all. 
After about four or five years of 
patient searching, | found a California 


growers 


grower who had G. communis. I had 
this in my experimental garden the 
following year. Then a year or so 
later I found, in the classified ad- 


vertising section of FLOWER GROWER, 
a grower offering G. ByZANTINUS. A 


dozen of these were 
added. <A little later, 
while corresponding 
with another = species 
fancier, I found that 


he had G. seGETUM, and 
an exchange was soon 
effected. From England, 
I later procured seeds 
of G. ILLYRICUS. 

Just last year I added 





G. ANATOLICUS and an- 


other fancier sent me 
a few of the rarest of 
all Eurasians, a pure

white, which came to him as G. BYZAN- 


TINUS ALBUS. This last I had heard about 


and read about and searched for so 
many years that I had almost believed 
it existed only in the mind of some 
hazy writer. What a thrill that was! 


Next year I hope to add G. PALUSTER, 
from Switzerland or Italy: G. TRIPHYL- 
us, from Cyprus, and perhaps some 
from other countries | am contacting. 
The late war interrupted my search 
for these rarities, and it even now 
difficult, what with peace treaties un- 
signed and language differences. But 
eventually I hope to grow all 19 or 20 
known species. 

These unusual little lovelies of the 
spring garden differ from the summer 
flowering sorts primarily in the forma- 
tion of their segments, which are gen 
erally clawed. The ends of the perianth 
taper, much like a spoon at the point 
where the bow] joins the handle, creat 
ing a delightful lattice effect at the back 
of the flower. 

Here in northern New Jersey they 
start blooming in mid-May. G. ANATOLI- 
the earliest. In early June G. 
SEGETUM, G. BYZANTINUS and its variety

ALBUS, follow, G. COMMUNIS opens at 
about the same time and G. ILLYyRICUS 
is the last, in mid-June, in the south 


and in California they will bloom at 
least a month earlier. 

The flowers generally flaring, 
approximately trumpet-shaped, and the 
lower petals or “lip” protrude at an 
attractive angle. Most of the species 
have a white lense-shaped median line 
on the lower with more 


are 


segments, 
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less of a violet-red edging, darker than 
the body of the flower. The one excep- 
tion is G. ANATOLICUS, on which the 
edging consists of tiny oblique lines— 
really pretty. While the European 
introducer of this species described it 
as “pink and white”, I find it is ae- 
tually not pink as we know that tint, 
but a blend of coloring best described 
as violet-red shading to red-violet, on 
a white ground. As the flowers age the 
red and the violet become more intense 
on the upper segments. 

I have been fortunate in segregating 
a plant of G. ANATOLICUS in which the 
red coloring is missing entirely, only a 
pale violet, almost lavender, appearing 
on the white ground. Time and testing 
will prove whether I have a sport, an 
allied species, or a variation, since rainy 
weather prevented seed formation this 
year. But, regardless of all that, it is 
even more attractive than the type and 
the first pure violet coloring I have seen 
among these Eurasians. G. BYZANTINUS 
ALBUS, which I also beheld for the first 
time last spring, flaunts pure white 
flowers and is a most weleome addition 
to a breeder’s stock. What thrills occur 
in an experimental garden. 

Cultural requirements for these beau- 
ties of the spring garden are as simple 
as for tulips. The corms, generally 
smaller than those of the summer-bloom- 
ing types, should be set in October, 
three to four inches deep, in well-drained 
soil with which some bonemeal and sand 
have been mixed. Remember that these 
are wildings and are not accustomed to 
chemical fertilizers in their native habi- 
tat. | have grown them well even without 
the bonemeal. 

They are not too difficult to grow from 
seeds, if available, and if one has had 
some experience in growing the summer 
types from seed. They do not all germi- 
nate, and may be disappointing in that 
respect. I have had but twelve plants 
from three packets of imported seeds, 
which possibly may have been old. The 
best and quickest results are assured 
home gardeners when corms are planted. 
And, what I think you will like, too— 
Messrs. Thrips have not yet put in their 
appearance when these brave little hardy 
gladiolus wave their bright colors in 
the spring breezes. What a relief! 

The first three species I grew’ with- 
stood the severe winters of 1935 and 
1936, when the temperature around here 
tumbled 30° below zero F. and frost 
reached four feet into the ground. Last 
winter the lowest temperature was minus 
14° F. The three new ones came through 
this fine and without muleh of any 
kind except the snow which nature 
provided. From my experiences, I be- 
lieve Eurasian species to be hardy 
anywhere in the United States, except- 
ing, perhaps, in the northern Plains 
States, where mulch may be necessary. 
If anyone has grown any of the Eura- 
sian species in that area it would be 
a service to tell FLOweR Grower readers 
about it. And if any FLOWER . 20WER 
reader is growing any species I have 
not mentioned, I would like to know 
about it.

stems and it is a good idea to grow 
them in a light groundeover of low 
growing plants, phlox divaricata and 
the like, so that the flowers do not get 
spattered with mud. 

Among other good double daffodils 
there is CHEERFULNESS, a double poetaz 
with several flowers on a stem and each 
one a perfect little rose of white and 
yellow petals. Tall stems, sweet scent 
and a vigorous growth make this a uni- 
versal favorite. SWANSDOWN, a double 
leedsi- with an enormous, substantial 
and well-rounded perianth and small, 
curly, feather-like, little petals in the 
center, is a real show daffodil and a 
popular one. Double jonquilla hybrids 
like the double CAMPERNELLE are good 
early and larger editions of the Queen 
Anne's daffodil and therefore valuable 
both in the garden and as cut flowers. 

Although double daffodils have been 
criticized for their size and for various 
other reasons, the new ones, now listed 
in catalogues, are worthy of a second 
look. For those of us who like them, 
they are among the favorite varieties 
for eut flowers. In faet, many prefer 
them to all others and would take no 
single daffodils in their place. 





Fall Coloration 


HE intensity of fall coloration of 

foliage is dependent upon several 
factors, The poorer soils produce the 
richer colors.

LANTS of most iris are delivered 

in the fall and, although the rarer 

sorts may have been bought up by 
now, there is still time to send in iris 
orders. Unless you plan for one short 
and magnificent splurge of tall bearded 
iris bloom, let your selection include 
iris that will flower with the first spring 
bulbs, some with the great mass of 
April and May annuals and perennials, 
and some with the composites and 
other flowers of early summer. 

Iris specialists now carry an assort- 
ment to cover several months and the 
color range is amazingly reaching. In 
fact, some West Coast growers, realiz- 
ing the many different climates along 


the Pacific, now list under separate 
headings iris for drought, for wet 


places, for shade, and for the various 
soil conditions. 

Among the very early blooming tall 
bearded iris Cheerio with bright 
red falls. If stoek is exhausted when 
you order, put it down now for next 
year. Old Rose is a fragrant early, 
very tall and sweet smelling. Coloma 
is pale glowing yellow with white in 
the center of the falls. Purissima is 
pure white, an old favorite and there- 
fore inexpensive as iris go these days. 
The silvery colored Blue Diamond is a 
beauty and not as costly as many blue 
iris. If you live in a winter-cold eli- 
pate, give Blue Diamond a mulch. 

Midseason tall bearded iris inelude 
a glowing mulberry, Master Charles, 
usually listed among the purples; To- 
bacco Road, a fairly expensive number 
in lovely tones of buff and brown; and 
the fragrant, ever-popular China Maid, 
a light pink with gold-rimmed falls. 
For late bloom, I still like the appro- 
priately named, rose-pink Lighthouse,

with its inner glow; Prairie Sunset 
(now much reduced in price), with 


overtones of amber, rose and apricot; 
and I mean to get the blue-bearded 
violet iris, quite fragrant, named Brun- 
hilde’s Baby. I’m told this last needs 
muleh in cold climates. 

Bearded iris of low stature are grand 
for breaking the height level of the 
perennial border. From Iris pumila 
hybrids, 5 to 10 inches, I’d like to 
suggest large-flowered Mauve Mist with 
darker mauve falls; Tiny Treasure, a 
wee yellow and a _ profuse bloomer, 
and the bright rose-pink Mist O’Pink. 
Rose Pearl is taller and not a pumila; 
it has a long blooming season and sports 
very lovely shades of yellow, rose and 
ivory-pink.

(I. buchariea) from out India way. 
It is 15 inches tall, has leaves like 
those of sweet corn but not so long, 
and flowers with satiny-white standards 
and yellow falls. The blooms come along 
the upper part of the stem, each from 
its own nook above a leaf. The only 
true tuberous iris, Hermodactylus 
tuberosus, the Snake’s-head iris, is im- 
ported from Greece. It is a strange 
thing with jade-green style crests 
above velvety-black falls. Iris reticu- 
lata smells strongly of violets and 
comes from Caucasus. This one is by 
no means new for it has long been used 
as a pot plant and in rock gardens. 

Southern California. In a state 
which oldtimers now describe as over- 
crowded, it is not surprising that new 
homes are appearing in sections for- 
merly devoted to cultivation or native 


growth. The deserts are among the 
expanses rapidly becoming populated. 


Wildflower wildernesses, where once I 
threw my sleeping-bag ensured of pri- 
vacy and peace, now bristle with motor 
courts, stores, gas stations and homes, 
and the number of gardenless homes is 
appalling. This need not be, for the 
same plants that were there before 
will grow there again, and there are 
numerous exotics which thrive in sandy 
soil and some drought. 

Lantanas and poinsettias are a great 
success if some humus is added to the 
sand, gazanias do well; and if the soil 
has been built up snapdragons are 
splendid for winter bloom. Sow most 
of the annuals where they are to flower 
—transplanting on the desert has its 
difficulties—and among the best ones 
to use this way are dimorphothecas 
(particularly D. aurantiaca), ursinias 
and venidiums. Your nurseryman may 
know these as African daisies or Cape 
marigolds. 


Pacific Northwest. Most of the aga- 
thaeas and vittadinias are now called 
felicia, and many of the blue-flowered 
ones are too tender for the Northwest. 
The trailing pink felicia is hardier and, 
while in the South it endures much 
heat and drought, it ean also take the 
heavy frosts of colder climates. 

October is the month for lifting 
dahlias, gladiolus, watsonias and ean- 
nas. Do this before hard frost pene- 
trates the ground. Move now any ever- 
green shrubs which you have planned to 
shift and transplant deciduous shrubs 
as soon as they are dormant. 

Keep on the alert for self-sown 
plants of all deseription—these are the 
standbys of many a busy gardener— 
and place them where they will do the 
most good. When making fall sowings 
of hardy annuals, whether you scatter 
the seed where it is to grow or put it 
in the seed bed, sow when late warm 
spells are over. The idea is not to rush 
germination and then have all the 
seedlings killed by the winter’s cold, 
but to allow the seed to wait latent in 
the ground until its own conditions for 
sprouting come around.

October in 


Southern Gardens 


By JULIA LESTER DILLON 


HIS month brings not only relief 
from the sweltering summer heat, 


and quite often drought, but it also 
gives us the harvest of beauty for 
which we have worked and planned 
through so many hard  wearying 
months. 


Dahlias have been blooming since 
May, but the richest colors and the 
finest blooms will be showing through 
this month and next. 


Chrysanthemums, which began in 
late May with the cushion types, now 
give us the fine white Arcticum and 


the lovely singles like Astrid, rose; 
Primula, vellow, North Star, white; 


and Good Morning, a blended yellow 
and cream. The pompons, cactus and 
button types come right along later 
and share the fall harvest 
hardy asters, both tall and miniature, 
in all their delicate and rich shades 
and tints. 


Carry your notebook with you as you 
direct or work the gardens plots. Note 
the lovely harmonies secured and take 
special account of those that make for 
discords and jarring tones. Skillful 
planning is more than half the secret 
of well made and efijoyable gardens. 


Italian rye grass sown in September 
should now be a soft green and soon 
ready for mowing. This winter 
does not hurt the summer lawns of 
Bermuda, carpet, centipede or St. Au- 
gustine, also called Charleston grass. 
Of these the centipede is the most 
satisfactory. Growing well in sun or 
shade, even under heavy trees, and 
needing little water after it is estab- 
lished, it solves the lawn problems 
beautifully. 


grass 


New lawns can now be made with the 
stolons of this centipede grass. After 
planting them, seed the areas over 
with the rye grass. Soon there will be 
a beautiful rich groundcover for winter 
joy. Mowing this will provide humus 
and fertility for the soil. 


A foreground of green carpet not 
only adds much to winter beauty but 
also gives a continuous green covering 
to lawn areas which are needed for the 
spring flower shows. Get your rye 
grass in now if you have not done so 
earlier. 


Flower borders and beds in the for- 
mal gardens should be edged at this 
time. Set the lines right and cut down 
with an axe to reach the roots of the 
Summer Then dig out these 
roots and rye seedlings carefully so as 
to keep an even line to be filled with 
the bulbs and flowers you have planted 
there. Stolons can be used to replant 


grasses.

bare spots on the lawns. In this way 
your flowers will grow right to the edge 
of the lawn spaces and give the picture 
that you are striving for—with no 
earth showing between the lawn and 
the flower beds, just a smooth surface 
edged with beauty. 


Annuals recommended for September 
sowing can still be sown, but do this as 
early as possible so that the small 
seedlings will have the strength to 
withstand the winter cold. 


Perennials for later plantings should 
be ordered at once. Get two-vear stock 
of these and also of the roses. Plant 
aquilegias for the shade, anthemis for 
bright color, pyrethrums for soft tones, 
and heucheras for dainty flowers and 
rich foliage all the year. 


Phlox of the creeping types are all 
very hardy and good. The soft blue 
lavender of the subulatas should be 
more freely used. Phlox canadensis has 
dainty green leaves instead of the moss- 
like foliage of the others and the flow- 
ers are an exquisite pale lavender-blue. 
These bloom with the azaleas and make 
a charming addition to their plantings. 


In the John Seibels garden at Colum- 
bia, South Carolina, the azaleas are 
planted in formal beds, or at least some 
of them are, and these beds and those 
along the base of the house are edged 
with this dainty blue-lavender phlox. 


The yellow and orange of Azalea 
mollis contrast well with this delicate 
edging in the garden of Mrs. W. B. 
White of Augusta, Georgia. And Mrs. 
John A. Hughes of Sumter, South 
Carolina, has used the dainty Virginia 
bluebells (mertensia) between her Aza- 
leas just back of the small boxwood 
edgings. All these are good landscape 
developments. 


Dutch iris should be planted now 
about 4 inches deep or not more than 6. 
They should be massed in groups of 
ten to 25 and planted in self tones of 
the soft blue and sapphire, yellow and 
white. The bulbs will last through 
the years. They do not show until they 
shoot up with the bloom ready to open 
and after the flowers fade the foliage 
disappears at once. This is also true 
of the scillas and is a feature that 
makes them well worth remembering. 


Ranunculus hybrids and baby gla- 
diolus should also be planted now. And 
be sure to include fairy lilies (zephyr- 
anthes rosea and alba) in your order 
for bulbs. Regal and centifolium lilies 
can be planted as late as November, 
but better send for them now. The 
centifolium Olympic Hybrids are very 
beautiful in late May and early June. 


The chill in the morning air has 
brought out the searlet gleams again 
in the Japanese maples which have 
been a dull red all summer. Acer pal- 
matum atropurpureum, or bloodleaf 
Japanese maple, makes fine accents for 
gardens and parks.
